Drive to oust ASSSC officers fizzling out

DeWit. ieader of the group 


Dennis 
circulating a recal! petition to oust the 


top three ASSSC officers said yesterday 
that he is pessimistic cbout the future 
of the recall drive. 

DeWit said that he did not deny that 
the charges against President Steve W hit- 
more, Vice-President Tom Goff, and 
Senate Chairman Scott burns were weak, 
But DeWit claimed that the petiiion drive 
was fizzling out 'ecause ‘‘There is a 
basic fear on campus (which makes) stu- 
dents afraid to implicate themse!ves for 
fear of reprisals."’ 


DeWit said the charge by Hornet 
columnist Pat Jones that the petition was 
being circulated only between the hours of 
midnight and 3:00 p.m. was basically true, 
but he laid this to his belief that students 
on this campus are afraid to become in- 
volved, 


According to DeWit, student govern- 
ment leaders generally fall into one of 
two groups: those who don't have anything 
better to do and those who hope to go 
into politics someday. DeWit, apparently 
lumping the present officers into the 
second group, ‘arged that the present 


officers are playing ‘parliame: ‘ary 


games."’ 

DeW it said that despite this, he agrees 
with Whitmore on some issues. Never- 
theless, VeWit said, it is a problem on 
this campus that the students tend to 
become dispieased with the office invo! ved, 
net with the people who hold that office. 

Former ASSSC president Lenard Starks 
charged that the real purpose of the re- 
call drive was to stop the movement 
against the football field lights, “tarks 
said that he felt that the primary target 
of the recall drive was not ASSSC Presi 
dent Whitmore, but Senate (hairman Scott 
Burns who actually has a vote on the 
lights controversy, 


Suarks called the charges in the recall 
drive ‘‘weak’’ anc said that he would vote 
against any recali move. “Whitmore is 
not going to satisfy everyone,’ Starks 
said, ‘‘because that is an imposswle 
task.’’ Starks said that his past experi- 
ence makes him realize that the ASSS( 
president faces a difficult problem — it 
is not easy to get students to do anvthing.

police training 


Editor, the Hornet: 

I find it incredible that there 
are those who would have us stop 
educating our law enforcement of- 
ficers. Mr. Savage has a mis- 
understanding of the ‘unction of a 
police academy. 

The fuct is that a police aca- 
demy is not designed or intended 
to give a peace officer an edu- 
cation. The emphasis at most 
police academies is geared to the 
practical aspecis of police work, 
It is training, and training is not 
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the same thing as a four year 
college education, police 


academy is about as much like a 
college experience as a military 
service school, 

\ policeman lives a life of 
contradiction, He is frequently re- 
sentful of the courts and of the 
public that they are supposed tobe 
protecting. He is regarded by fear 
and rancor by many of the under- 
privileged minority groups, yet he 


tends to think of himself as a 
member of ‘‘The Minority in 
Blue.’’ Most peace officers are 


underpaid, undereducated, and 
undertrained for the combination of 
strength and subtlety demanded of 
them. 

Training in police academies 
reinforces the disturbing tendency 
of the police to think in terms of

Student leaders 
plan Utah trip 


Student Senate Chairman Scott 
Burns spoke optimistically today 
about the Western Regional Con- 
ference of National Student 
Associations to be held in Salt 
Lake City, Utah, Thursday, Octo- 
ber 23 through Sunday, October 26, 

‘For once,’’ Burns said, ‘‘we 
are going to a conference that has 
the potential of producing viable 
answers to the questions student 
government must respond to if it 
is to survive,”’ 

Scott reported that three other 
students knowledgeable in the area 
of student affairs will be accom- 
panying him to Salt Lake City, 
They are: Don Juhl, head of the 
Crisis Line, a student seif-help 
organization; Torun Almer, a 
graduate student in Business Ad- 
ministration; and Jim Burchill, a 
graduate student in Government. 

Burchill, described by Burns 
as a student who has long been 
concerned with faculty and 
administrative committees, re- 
flected that ‘‘We are going to this 
regional conference in an attempt 
to make student government a 
reality.’’ 

The conference will include four 
days of workshops designed to 
make student government more 
democratic and to help students re- 
late to their community, The work- 
shops wil] last from 8 a.m, until 
10 p.m. and cover every area of 
student government.

Gail Mabbit, a member of the 
Academic Affairs Committee, is 
circulating petitions calling on the 
Student Seante to conduct a re- 
ferendum on the issue of the foot- 
ball lights.

explained Jagiello, ‘‘is to equip 
the students with the hard facts 
about the day-to-day workings of 
the law which he needs to have in 
order to survive in our society.

Jagiello, ‘‘the students with the 
knowledge about how the law is 
applied in order that he will have 
reasonable expectations when con- 
fronted by law enforcement 
agencies and the courts.” 

Jagiello, who earned his L,L.M, 
from Yale University Law School, 
was struck with the idea for the 
Institute while attending a ‘‘Law
